Jap Guns Command Harbor. 


Tokio, Oct. 3.—The Russians 
ate 
reported to be desperately endeavor- 
ing to retake their lost positions, in- 
cluding Fort Knropatkin, in the hope 
of restoring the v/ater supply of Port 
Arthur. They are said to have repeat- 
edly assaulted 
the 
Japanese 
after 
shelling from -neighboring forts and 
batteries. The. Japanese continue to 
hold the positions. Both sides are said 
to have sufTered severely. 


The newly-mounted heavy Japanese 
guns are said to command the entire 
harbor. The position of the remnant 
of the Russian Port Arthur fleet is 
said to be precarious, and it is be- 
lieved the vessels must soon emerge 
•or be destroyed. 


Advices from Manchuria are to the 
effect that the Japanese and Russian 
outposts and scouts continue in close 
contact, south, southeast and -east of 
Mukden.

Bt. Petersburg, Oct. 3,—Announce- 
ment is made that Emperor Nicholas 
will visit Reval tomorrow to bid fare- 
well to the Baltic squadron. 
After 
months of preparation 
and 
several 
false starts it is believed that the 
squadron is at last on the eve of its 
departure upon its long Journey. The 
argument that no complete 
victory 
over the Japanese is possible unless 
the command of the sea is wrested 
from them could not be overcome, and 
though much valuable time has been 
lost and the moment seems inauspi- 
cious, it is officially intimated that an 
Irrevocable decision has been taken to 
dispatch the Baltic fleet even If the 
Port Arthur squadron should be anni- 
kllated before its arrival there.

LONG HOURy NO EXCUSC 


Sleepy RGÍlroatíera Should Quit Work 
Rather Than Jeopardize Life. 
Philadelphia, Oct. 4.—Judge Swartz, 
in the Montgomery county court at 
Norristown, refused to aíMriti a point 
in law submitted by an attorney, that 
when a railroad employe falls asleep 
from physical weakness from illness 
or from weariness fi'om long hours of 
steady employment, and an accident 
happens, the <:mploye should be ac- 
quitted. 


The 
case 
»was that 
of John 
T. 
Fleischutt, of Pottsville, Pa., an engi- 
neer on a Pennsylvania railroad freight 
train. The freight train and a passen- 
ger train collided near Pottstown last 
April, in which 
two 
persons 
were 
killed and a dozen injured. The crew 
of the freight train were held by the 
coi'oner for crimina,! negligence. 


Flelschutt was the first to be tried. 
It was testified by the fireman of the 
freight train that the freight train 
had been ordered to wait on a siding 
until four trains had passed. He said 
the crow had been on duty 22 hours, 
and that while v;alting for the trains 
to pass they fell asleep. They awoke 
before the fourth had passed, and, 
thinking that the fourth had gone by. 
the freight train was taken from the 
siding. 


Before the case went to the Jury 
Fleischutt's attorney made the point 
above stated. In refusiiig*to ailirm it, 
Judge Swarts held that no man had 
a right to work on a railroad unless 
in fine phy.^ieal condition, and if he is 
sleepy, no matter from what cause, he 
should discontinue work, even though 
he should lose his position, rather than 
Jeopardize human life by continuing 
on duty. 


Flelschutt was convicted. The trial 
of Conductor Charles H. Brentz, also 
of Pottsville, began today. 


DUPONT MILL BLOWS UP 


Two Workmen Killed In Explosion 
Near Peckvllle, Pa. 


Scranton. Pa,, Oct. 4.—By an ex- 
plosion In the corning mill of the Bu- 
pont-DeNamours 
Powder 
company's 
plant, near Peckvllle. Richard Hasney, 
of Jessup, and Walter Allsworth, of 
Olyphant, met Instant death. 


The explosion was plainly heard in 
Olyphant and Peckvllle. The roof and 
sides of the building were blown away, 
and what remained of the mill took 
fire. The employes of the other mills 
nearby were soon on hand with fire 
apparatus and had the flames under 
control in a short time. The bodies of

found 
among the ruins in a horribly mangled 
and burned condition. 


Undertaker Kinbach took charge of 
the bodies. This Is the flfth time these 
mills have blown up in a period of 20 
years, and four times within the lást 
four years, always with fatal results.

hishv Johnson Tells How His Wife 


and Niece Were Killed 


ALL TO ESCAPE $0 ALIMONY 


Towanda, Pa., Oct, 3.—County De- 
tective Guy C. Hallon authorized tho 
publication of an awful confession of 
arson tind murder made here in Jail 
several days ago by Blgler Johnson. 
It was made in the presence of Mr. 
Plallon. 
Sheriff 
Robinson, 
Attorney 
Smith and Stenographer Held, tho lat- 
ter at the direction of the ofllcials mak- 
ing a stenographic report of the con- 
versation: 
Johnson says the parties 
he namea murdered "Mag" Johnson, 
his wife, and her niece Annie Benja- 
min, and burned their bodies in their 
home. 
The motive of the crime was 
to ^ v e Bifilcr Johnson from paying 
his wife $G a mouth alimony. ''Mag" 
had had her husband arrested for non- 
support, and he was compelled by the 
court to pay her ?6 n month. 


In his confession Johnson implicates 
his brother Charles, but the latter when 
confronted by Bigler's atatement de- 
clared that It was tho other brother, 
Alanson, and not himself, that took 
part In the plot ascribed to him by 
Bigler. 


Tho confession Is not an unbroken 
recital, but was obtained piecemeal by 
Questioning, and is authorized by Mr. 
'Hallon, as follows; 


That his mother (Johnson's), Mrs. 
Sophia Merrit, and his brother, Charles 
Johnson, bad planned to get "Mag,** 
his wife, out of the way so that he 
would not have to pay her f6 a month 
alimony any more; that his mother did 
not want him to leave tho state to get 
rid of his wife, and that they would 
put lier out of the way. 


He stated that he went to his moth- 
er's home and met his brother Charles, 
his mother and twin brother Alanson 
and his sister Nancy. 
After talking 
the matter over It was agi-eed that ho 
should go to Tov/anda and they would 
"do the Job," giving him an hour to 
start, so that he would be in Towanda 
when tho killing and burning took 
place. 


He stated that they wore to save the 
little girl by carrying her out of the 
house. If she was asleep; that he was 
to give his mother and his brother 
Charley 
apince for doing the Job as 
soon as he could earn it. Ho stated ho 
departed and reached Towanda. four 
miles • away, about 10 o'clock, just as 
the fire broke out, and talked v/lth one 
or two parties about the fire being In 
the direction of Asylum, and then came 
and stayed all night with Mrs. Thomp- 
son, his sister, nt Towanda. 


He says he stayed there until his 
mother met him the - next morning, 
v/hen she told him that ''Mag®' was out 
of the way; that while his brother 
Charley was in pursuit of the little 
girl, who had escaped from the house 
at the first attack on Mafrgle, his moth- 
er finished her, »'Mag" being disposed 
of, Charley struck down the little girl 
in the road some 10 or 15 rods from 
the house, carried her back, threw her 
body on the bed together with "Mag's/' 
and after saturating them with kero- 
sene oil, fired the house. 


According to the story told by Mrs. 
Merrit to Blgler, she and Charley went 
to the house where "Mag" resided, 
while the twins acted as guards. 
Mrs. 
Merrit stru<ik "Mag" with an ax, split- 
ting her head open. 
Annie ran from 
the house; Charles foMouvd her about 
15 rods, th^n struck her and killed her.

Russians Make Desparats Attempta 
to Kecapturo Lost Positions. 


Cheioo, Oct s.—Severe fighting, tlie 
RuBsians being the aggressors, oc­ 
curred on September 28 and 29 on the 
west Bhore of Liao Tl promontory, 
near Pigeon bay, according to a report 
brought by Chinese who left Port Ar­ 
thur on September 30. 
The 
Russians already apparently 
are attempting to capture the heavy 
guns wlnck the Japanese have mount­ 
ed in that vicinity. The Russians were 
in considerably force, and they made 
several sorties, dragging field artillery 
with them. They wore unsuccessful, 
however. 
Three Junks w^ith 160 coolies aiTived 
at Chefoo. They loft Port Arthur be­ 
cause they were forced to carry the 
wounded and bury the dead. 
They 
also were alraid that eventually they 
would have no food, although rice is 
plentiful now*, 
according 
to 
their 
stories. 
They further say that the 
Russians lost heavHy during the at­ 
tacks of September 19 and September 
23, but the Japanese loss was much 
heavier. 
One of the coolies, who had been a 
water carrier, showed a wounded hand 
that he sustained on September 22. Hb 
and four companicns went to a well 
in the center of the town. A shell 
burst and killed three of his compan­ 
ions and wounded a fourth. 
The Russian ships were silent dur­ 
ing 'the battle, and the hitherto un­ 
used merchant chips were as a result 
of the fight turned into hospitals. 


Jap Gun» Comnnand Harbor. 
Tokio, Oct. 3.—The Russians ate 
reported to be desperately endeavor­ 
ing to retake their lost positions, In­ 
cluding Fort Kuropatkin, in the hope 
of restoring the v/ater «upply of Port 
Arthur. They are said to have repeat­ 
edly assaulted 
the 
Japanese 
after 
«helling from *5ieighboring forts and 
batteries. ThOv Japanese continue to 
hold the positions. Both sides are said 
to have suffered severely. 
The newly-mounted heavy Japanese 
guns are said to command the entire 
harbor. The position of the remnant 
of the Russian Port Arthur fleet is 
said to be precarious, and it is be­ 
lieved the vessels must soon emerge 
or be destroyed. 
Advices from Manchuria are to the 
effect that the Japanese and Russian 
outposts and scouts continue in close 
contact, south, southeast and «east of 
Mukden. 
Skirmishes are occurring 
daily and .an aggressive general ac­ 
tion is expected soon. 
It Is believed that the general en­ 
gagement will take place near Tie 
Pass and that General Kuropatkin is 
holding Mukden and positions along 
the Hun river merely to check the 
Japanese advance temporarily.

Sleepy Railrosdera Should Quit Work 
Rather Than Jeopardize Life. 
.Philadclpliia^, Oct 4.—Judge Swartz, 
in the Montgomery county court at 
Norristown, refused to aflinn a point 
in law submitted by an attorney, that 
when a railroad employe falls asleep 
from physical weakness from illnpss 
or from weariness fï'om long hours of 
steady employment, and an accident 
happens, the <:mploye should be ac­ 
quitted. 
The case »was that of John T. 
Fleischytt, of Potts ville. Pa., an engi­ 
neer on a Pennsylvania railroad freight 
train. The freight train and a passen­ 
ger train collided near Pottstown last 
April, in which 
two 
persons were 
killed and a dozen injured. The crew 
of the freight train were held by the 
coroner for crimina-1 negligence. 
Flelschutt was the first to be tried. 
It was testified by the fireman of the 
freight train that the freight train 
had been ordered to wait on a siding 
until four trains had passed. He said 
the crew had been on duty 22 hours, 
and that while v/aiting for the trains 
to pass they fell asleep. They awoke 
before the fourth had passed, and, 
thinking that the fourth had gone by, 
the freight train was taken from the 
siding. 
Before the case went to the Jury 
Fleischutt’s attorney made the point 
above stated. In refusitig^to affirm it, 
Judge Sv/arts held that no man had 
a right to work on a railroad unless 
in fine physical condition, and if he is 
sîeep3^ no matter from what cause, ho 
should discontinue work, oven though 
he should lose his position, rather than 
jeopardize human life by continuing 
on duty. 
Flelschutt was convicted. The trial

DUPONT MILL BLOWS UP 
Two Workmen Killed In Explosion 
Near Peckvllle, Pa. 
Scranton, Pa,, Oct. 4.—By an e.t- 
plosion in the corning mill of the Bu- 
pont-DeNamours 
Powder company's 
plant, near Peckville, Richard Ha.sney, 
of Jessup, and Walter Allsworth, of 
Olyphant, met Instant death. 
The explosion was plainly heard in 
Olyphant and Peckville. The roof and 
Bides of the building were blown away, 
and what remained of the mill took 
flre. The employes of the other mills 
nearby were soon on hand with flre 
apparatus and had the flames under 
control in a short time.

Norfolk, Va., Oct. 4.—Haywood Le- 
nalre, a negro ''voodoo*' doctor, set fire 
to his house on Muscovite street, and, 
unheeding the appeals of his 10-year- 
old son, sprang through a window, left 
his child to perish in the flames, and 
fled. J^enaire was arrested later and 
committed to Jail to asvalt examina­ 
tion. The negro made no statement 
whatever concerning hJs crime or mo­ 
tive. Lenaire has lived for many years 
in the house that he destroyed, it be­ 
ing his property. He claimed to be a 
voodoo doct.gr, with power to conjure 
and put evil spirits on those who of­ 
fended him.

DOUBLE MURDER 


Bigler Johnson Tells How His Wifo 
and Niece Were Killed 


ALL TO ESCAP3 $0 ALIMONY 


Towanda, Pa., Oct. 3.—County De­ 
tective Guy C. Hallon authorized tho 
publication of an awful confession of 
arson and murder made here in jail 
Bsveral days aso by Bigler Johnson. 
It was made in the presence of Mr. 
Hallon, 
Shorlff Robinson, Attorney 
Smith and Stenographer Held, tho lat­ 
ter at the direction of the officials mak­ 
ing a stenosraphic report of tho con­ 
versation; 
Johnson says the parties 
ho names murdered “Mag” Johnson, 
his wife, and her niece Annie Benja­ 
min, and bui-nod their bodies In their 
home. 
The motive of the crime was 
to «ave Bigler Johnson from paying 
his wife $G a month alimony. "Mag” 
had had her husband arrested for non­ 
support, and he was compelled by the 
court to pay her ?6 a month. 
In his confession Johnson impllcatoa 
his brother Charles, but the latter when 
confronted by Bigler's otatement de­ 
clared that it was tho other brother, 
Alanson, and not himself, that took 
part in the plot ascribed to him by 
Bigler. 
Tho con fession is not an unbroken 
recital, but w as obtained piecem eal by 
Q uestioning, and is authorized by Mr. 
'Hallon, as follow s: 
That his mother (Johnson’s), Mrs. 
Sophia Merrlt, and his brother, Charles 
Johnson, had planned to get "Mag,” 
his wife, out of the way so that he 
would not have to pay her ?6 a month 
alimony any more; that his mother did 
not want him to leave tho state to get 
rid of his wife, and that they would 
put lier out of the way. 
He stated that he went to his moth­ 
er’s home and met his brother Charles, 
his mother and twin brother Alanson 
and his sister Nancy. 
After talking 
the matter over it was agi’eed that he 
should go to Tov/anda and they would 
“do the job,” giving him an hour to 
start, so that he would be in Towanda 
when the Icillins and burning took 
place. 
He stated that they wore to save the 
little girl by carrying her out of the 
house, if sho was asleep; that ho was 
to give hiß mother and his brother 
Charley 
aplnce for doing the Job as 
soon as he could earn it. Ho stated ho 
departed and reached Towanda, four 
miles-away, about 10 o’clock, just as 
the fire broke out, and talked v/lth one 
or two parties about the fire being in 
the direction of Asylum, and then came 
and stayed all night with Mnj, Thomp- 
Bon, his sister, at Towanda. 
He says he stayed there Until his 
mother met him tho next morning, 
v/hen she told him that “Mag*’ was out 
of the way; that while hin brother 
Charley was in pursuit of the little 
girl, who had escaped from the house 
at the first attack on Maprgie, his moth­ 
er finished her. '“Mag” being disposed 
of, Charley struck down the little girl 
in the road some 10 or 15 rods from 
the house, carried her back, threw her 
body on the bed together with "Mag's," 
and after saturating them with kero­ 
sene oil, fired the bouse. 
According to the story told by Mrs. 
Merrlt to Bigler, she and Charley went 
to the house where "Mag” resided, 
while the twins acted as guards. Mrs 
Merrit struck "Mag” with an ax, split­ 
ting her head open. Anole ran from 
the house; Charles foUotwd her about 
15 rods, th<in struck her and killed her.

grizzled Fortynlner, "that nowadays 
'salting' a gold mine is one of the lost 
arts. Those people were never more 
mistaken in their lives. 'Salting' a mine 
to sell it is even more common than 
it used to be, and every week in the 
far West some shrewd dealer, by the 
liberal use of 'salt,' unloads an empty 
proposition on the guileless tenderfoot. 


"Easy to detect, you should think? 
Not a bit of it. An old hand at the game 
will 'salt' a mine right under your 
eyes, and you never the wiser. 


"Tell you how it is done, you say? 
Well, you must 
think 
I am 
pretty 
crooked myself, to know the ways of 
the devious ones; but experience is a 
thorough teacher, you know. 


"Well, there are all sorts and kinds 
of 'salting'; one of the neatest tricks 
Is in the manner of 'salting' a mine 
where the test is by pan. Suppose, for 
instance, a man comes to sell you a 
gold claim. He declares that his pay- 
dirt pans out $50 to the fftn or there- 
abouts, and offers to take you right 
out to the claim and prove his state- 
ment. You take him up, and out you 
go together. Your man is openness it- 
self. He tells you to shovel up a pan 
of dirt from any place on the claim 
that you like, and he will wash it out 
for you. What could be fairer than 
that? No possible chance for a fake, 
yC)u think. Of course not! 


"All right. You shovel up your pan- 
ful at random and band it over to your 
man to bo washed. 
You watch him 
with an eagle eye. No chance while 
you are by for him to slip a little dust 
from his hand into the pan! You are 
too keen for that, of course. In fact, as 
the moments speed by, and the dirt 
and water swirl away over the edge, 
you begin to think what a nice old boy 
he is 
anyway—nothing 
to conceal, 
everything open and aboveboard. His 
smile is truly benevolent as he puffs 
away on his old pipe, or, rather, bites 
the stem in the corner of his mouth, 
for he is so in earnest over his work 
that he has fairly let the pipe go out, 
and it is almost upside down. 


"'Look out!' you say, 'your ashes 
are falling out' 


" 'Oh, well, the tobacco is out any- 
way,' he says, and goes steadily on 
with his work, you meanwhile watch- 
ing eagerly and 
covetously 
for the 
shining particles and dust to gleam 
from the black >-rad at the bottom. 
Ah, there they are at last! 


"You draw a deep breath of relief 
and delight, while the benevolent old 
man looks up with a kindly smile and 
says, shaking his head: 'Wal, I declare, 
that shows up a heap sight better even 
than I figured on. I'm sort of sorry 
I named that price to you on this 'ere 
claim. Looks like as if you had a bo- 
nanza.' 


" *But you gave me your word/ you 
blurt out impetuously, 'and you can't 
go back on it.' 


" 'No, young feller, that's right. IH 
stick to what I said. But gosh! I had no 
idea she'd pan out like this.' 


"With trembling hands you scoop 
up the sand and gold from the pan and 
dash away to the assayer's oflace. You 
can feel your hair turn gray while he 
is weighing it out. 


Sixty-two dollars/ he announces, 
Whew! You almost drop in a dead 
faint with delight. You'll have a for- 
tune in a week at that rate. This is 
indeed the country of gold! 


"You rush after the old man and 
put the transfer papers through in a 
Jiffy, paying out every dollar that you 
possess in the world for the claim.

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" 'No, not hard,' you say slowly, ani 
turn away to look for a Job, for now 
a Job Is the only thing between you 
and starvation. 


"Well," said Mr. Porty-nlner, "that'« 
one way to 'salt' a gold mltie. 
'There 
are others'! Suppose you are Interest- 
ing yourself In a mine where tunnel- 
Img is the method of getting out thé 
precious metal. Let me 
see. It's 50 
years ago that I got stuck in a proposi- 
tion of that kind. The affable owner 
of the mine, who 'really didn't want 
to sell, but felt that he must return 
east,' at my request led me promptly 
through the tunnelllngs of the property 
just beginning to be developed. A cou- 
ple of his men In one of the tunnels 
were filling up big canvas bags with 
quartz and pay dirt that had evidently 
been mined out only a few hours be- 
fore. 


"I felt that I was an old band at 
mining, and so I walked up promptly 
to one of the bags that had just been 
filled and said: 'I want this one tak- 
en out for sampling.' The mouth of 
the bag was tightly sewn together, so 
I knew that it could not be tampered 
with. 


"The owner looked somewhat pained

He will do a little actual 
mining on his own account. He takes 
a pick and hacks away at a few knobs 
of the hard quartz that are imbedded 
in the sides of the tunnel. 


" 'That's right/ says the owner, 'take 
it out wherever you want. If those 
chunks don't assay good, then the rest 
©f the mine won't either.' 
^ 


"That owner 
was quite 
right; he 
wasn't overstating the case a mite. Of 
course 'those chunks assayed good'— 
that is what they were blown for. But 
after the mine was sold there was 
nothing doing. It was empty as a shell. 
Just the old story—a salted mine un- 
loaded on another "sucker."

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TWO HARVESTERS' WORK 


WHAT THE CbRN HARVESTER AND 
THE SHREDDER HAVE DONE, 


Thlrty-AlBe Vereent of Fodder 
Lott 
Fed tJnthrrddedCorn Hny !• 
nn Good un Any Other Kind— 
Kiffht Acre« Are Cnt In m Stncle Uny. 
The Immense waste of provender In 
the shape of corn stalks which has 
gone on for many years in the corn 
states of this country, has been a 
source of wonder and comment. 
Sta- 
tisticians are fond of computing the 
total loss from this source, and we 
are startled by the large sums which 
we allow to slip through our fingers 
each year. 
To grow a crop of corn, 
and then allow more than one-third 
of it to go to waste is bad enough, 
but that is not all. The dead corn- 
stalks left in the field are a constant 
source of danger. Cattle, turned into 
suQh a field are liable to sicken and 
die within a few hours. They are said 
to die with "cornstalk disease/' but 
the nature of this disease is unknown, 
and the cure has not yet been found. 
The ergot which iniests corn smut 
sometimes 
causes 
ergotism. 
The 
. parasite causes the arteries to con- 
tract, shutting off the supply of blood 
from the extremeties. 
As a result, 
the hoofs and sometimes the lower 
end of the tail drops off. The only 
sure 
method known of 
preventing 
those diseases is to have no stalk 
fields in which to pasture cattle. Any 
man who pastures cattle on cornstalks 
is likely to be a heavy loser. 


Cornstalks left iix the field occasion 
great loss by interfering with cultiva- 
tion. 
This Is an indirect loss, and 
one which is only beginning to be un- 
derstood, 
Chinch bugs, army worms 
and the like find a harboring place in 
the cornstalks, and thus live from one 
year to another. 
Here, then, are 
three ways in which the cornstalk 
left in the field is a nuisance. Burn- 
ing has been resorted to, but the soil 
Is robbed of a large amount of humus 
which it would gain if the stalks were 
allowed to rot in the field. Nothing 
Is left but the ash, which is of small 
value. 


Easterners cannot understand why 
western farmers do not make fodder 
out of their cornstalks and thus save 
the entire crop, instead of allowing 
two-fifths to go to waste. That's be- 
cause they don^t understand the con- 
ditions which prevail out here. 


Converting the entire corn crop into 
rodder has been an impossibility, sim- 
ply 
because 
there 
weren't 
men 
enough to do the work. 
The corn 
cutting season lasts only about 10 
days, and there are not half enough 
men on the farms in Iowa to cut 7,- 
»000,000 acres of com In season. It is 
a fact that we haven't cut up all the 
corn we could. Why haven't we? 


First, because corn-cutting Is hard, 
disagreeable work. Husking corn fod- 
der is another tedious, back-breaking 
job: hauling fodder is an unpleasant 
task. There has been no satisfactory 
method of feeding fodder. 
Scattered 
on the ground, the stock tramp is un- 
derfoot, and when put in mangers they 
jerk it out, step on it, smell it, and 
then jerk out another stalk. 


But this Is not all. 
Fodder left 
standing in the shock until fed loses 
a large part of its feeding value, 
through expo^re to the weather. To 
stack it has been found impracticable, 
and to build barns is too expensive. 
Considering all the hard, disagreeable 


Quoted at 17.50 a ton wholesale, last 
year, at small towns in the east. 
Iowa farmérs were paid |6 to $8 a 
ton for shredded fodder, baled. 
Tim- 
othy and clover hay brought a higher 
price, but this was practically the first 
appearance of corn hay on the market, 
and its feeding value was only just be- 
ginning to be appreciated. 


The yield of corn hay runs from one 
to two tons an acre. 
The Maryland 
experiment station estimates that a 
good crop of corn will yield one and 
one-half tons of fodder, and that this 
fodder contains as much digestible 
matter as two tons of clover or tim 
othy hay; but in the southern states 
'a much larger proportion of the value 
of the corn plant is found in the stalk 
than in the north, where the ears are 
large and the stalks proportionately 
small. 
It is safe to assume that an 
acre of corn will yield as much rough- 
age as an acre of timothy or clover. 


A corn shredder costs about $200. 
The owner of the machine here charg- 
es five cents a bushel, fl.60 an acre 
or 11.50 an hour for shredding, and 
of this the man who runs the engine 
gets one-half. The capacity of a shred- 
der runs from six to eight acres a day. 
It requires three men and teams to 
haul the fodder, two men to pitch in 
the field, one to cut bands, another to 
haul the shelled corn away, besides 
the machine men. 
If the hay 
Is 
stacked, another man will be required, 
making eight men altogether. 
Count- 
ing the men at $1.50 a day, this makes 
|12 for help and $12 for the shredder, 
a total of $24 for eight acres. 
This 
includes hauling the fodder and husk- 
ing and shelling the corn, all of which 
must be done even if the fodder Is not 
shredded. 
The cost of cutting and 
shocking is about $1.50 an acre, which 
would make a total of $4.50 an acre 
for harvesting the corn crop, putting 
the shelled corn in the crib and the 
shredded fodder in the barn. 


An Illinois farmer who has cut and 
shredded 
25 to 50 acres for 
seven 
years places the cost at $5 to $5.50 an 
acre, with an average yield of two 
tons. 
Another counts $4.20 an acre, 
and still another $5.05, while many 
place the total cost at much lower fig- 
ures. From this it will be seen that 
corn hay costs only $2 to $3 a ton, 
and every one will admit that it 
worth more than that. 


Shredded fodder is very apt t' 
^oil 
unless thoroughly dry when .^tacked 
or put in the mow. If the juice can 
be wrung from one stalk in 10 it is 
too moist to shred. It may be safely 
stored with 20 percent of moisture, 
but '40 percent is dangerous. A num- 
ber of stalks may be weighed, dried 
in an oven and then weighed again 
to ascertain the water content 
The 
shredded fodder may be stacked m 
narrow ricks and covered with slough 
grass or cane. If put in a mow, it is 
best not to tramp, but just allow it 
to lie loosely as it comes from the 
blower. It Is more important to shreJ 
large stalks than small ones, as the 
latter are more apt to be eaten whole. 


There was almost a revolution in 
cutting and shredding fodder in the 
western states last year. 
In south- 
western Iowa, there were over two 
dozen shredders sold in four counties. 
An immense amount of fodder was cut 
with a binder and afterward shred- 
ded. The high price of corn and hay 
was the cause of this innovation.—O. 
H. Barnhill, Shenandoah, Pa.

chosen to harvest very little oT their 
cori> crop in this way. In the eastern 
states conditions are very different. 


The advent of the modern corn har- 
vester has changed the situation ma- 
terially. 
More than twice as much 
corn can be cut and shocked than in 
the old way, A machine will cut eight 
acres in a day, and three men will 
«hock and tie It in the same time. 


The cost is about what it is to do 
the work In the old way, but the fod- 
der Is left in convenient bundles for 
handling. The chief advantage Is the 
speed with which the corn can be put 
Jn shock, enabling a large portion of 
the crop to be saved. If the bundles 
are bound by hand there is a great 
difference Jn time between the two 
methods. More than this, a very large 
acreage can be cut with a machine 
when the crop Is at just the proper 
fitage of ripeness, and shocked after- 
ward, thus extending the corn harvest- 
ing period several days. 


It remained for the shredder to put 
the fodder In good shape to store and 
ieed. 
The fodder-cutter was not a 
success, but the fodder shredder is 
undoubtedly, for it virtually turns fod- 
der into hay. 
Not only this, but it 
husks and shells the corn. 


Prof. Henry, an jiuthority on feeds 
and feeding, estimates that 39 percent 
of fodder is lost when fed unshredded. 
The loss in feeding shredded fodder is 
immaterial, probably no more than in 
feeding hay. Thus we see that one- 
third the fodder is saved by shred- 
ding. That which is rejected makes 
an excellent absorbent for manure. 
This kind of manure is easily handled, 
while whole cornstalks in manure are 
aa abomination.

Sweeting^ 
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By C. A. Stephens

O 
O tliat Is citliór sour or else

bUtcr sweot, hard and nc- 
rid. All suoh troos nood to 
be budilocl, or graflod and cultlvalod 
to be of any value to num. 
It is only 
once in a million tlinos that a really 
good apple comes up as natural fruit. 
The value to the world of such a 
choice apple may bo enormous. 
The 
Baldwin, for example, which first ap­ 
pears growing Avild in a Massachusetts 
town, could hardly be reckoned to­ 
day as worth loss than $200,000,000. 
iWe can bud and gi*aft and cultívale, 
but w^e cannot bo sure of propagating 
a new apple. 
The Wild Rose Sweeting was named 
by Miss Alice Lludermun, at young 
lady from Philadolphia, who had come 
to our norlhorn hill country in the vain 
hope of recovery from advanced lung 
disease. 
She named it from the >vild 
rose tint on one cheek of the apple. 
The tree was discovered by Willis 
Murch, a youthful neighbor, who Icopr 
the secret of it to himself as long as 
be could for liis own benoGt. 
He w’as 
sufllciently generous to give some of 
the apples to Miss Lindorman, but he 
demanded a cent apiece from the rest 
of us. He evjen asked four cents apiece 
after the fame of the apples spread 
abroad. 
The year after he discovered the tree 
Willis carried a bushel to tlie county 
fair, and began peddling them a t a 
cent apiece. 
Nearly evor^’’ one who 
bought an apple came back for more. 
Willis raised the price to three and 
four cents. 
Presently a gentleman 
who had bought two camo back and 
took the last ten in the basket at $1. 
This fact shows better than any de­ 
scription could w hat a really luscious 
apple it w’as. 
There was th a t in the 
flavor of it that impelled people to got 
more at any cost. 
The Wild Rose 
Sweeting more nearly resembled tlie 
Sweet Harvey than any other apple 
to which I can liken it. 
The flavor was like that of the Sweet 
Harvey thrice reflned, perhaps rather 
more like the August or Pear Sweeting, 
and it melted on the pAlate 
like 
a 
Bpoonful of ice cream. 
I t will not seem strange to those who 
know something of the *‘apple bell'^ of 
New England tliat apple trees, oven 
good ones, should be discovered growl­ 
ing wild in back pastures and seclud­ 
ed openings in the woods, 
Oxford County, Maine, abounds in 
wild apple trees. 
But looking about a 
little, the farmer there 
cau 
readily 
pick up enough young trees growing 
wild to set an orchard. 
They spring 
up everywhere. For this is one of the 
world’s natural apple regions. 
West, 
north and northeast of our neighbor­ 
hood rose irregular, wooded hills; and 
extending back among them was a 
valley, 
down 
which 
ran 
a 
brook 
abounding in trout Jioles at the foot 
of ledges and large rocks. 
At one time 
tlie 
land here was 
cleared, but being stony and rough, it 
had been used for pasture, and was 
partly overgrown with bushes. There 
were thousands of young wild apple 
trees here, scrubby, thorny, >vhere cat­ 
tle had browsed upon them. 
' We all w^ent fishing in Uiis brook, 
spring, summer and fall. 
F a r up the 
valley, at a point where the brook 
flowed over a lodge, there was a well- 
known hole. Willis Murch was Ashing 
there one afternoon in the latter part 
of August, 'When ho saw a red squirrel 
carrying an apple in his mouth by the 
stem, and coming out from some thlvdc 
young hemlocks that grow along the 
west bank of the brook. He was sitting 
60 still that the squirrel ran close up 
to him; but when he suddenly thrust 
out his hand, the aninuil dropped the 
apple and scudded a>vay w’llh a shrill 
chicker! 
The apple rolled close to AVillls* feet, 
and he picked it up. Apples w'ere com­ 
mon enough, but this one looked so 
good th at he rubbed it on his sleeve 
and bit it. 
Then his eyes oj)ened in 
surprise, for this was no sour cider ap­ 
ple, but far ajid away the best apple 
he had ever tasted. 
**It must grow near Jiere,” he said to 
himself, 
looking 
curiously 
around. 
•*That squirrel didn’t bring it far. The 
stem is ail fresh, too. 
He has just 
gna^ved it off the tree.’' 
Thereupon Willis began searching. 
He crept into the benilocks on liands 
and knees. 
Presently he came upon 
«everal other gnawed apples; but even 
wqth this clue, he was half an hour 
finding the tree. 
There were four or 
five huge rocks back from tlie brook 
among the thick hemlocks. A t last he 
craNvied in past two of these that stood 
together and came upon 
the 
apple 
tree, in a little sheltered amphitheatre. 
It 'was at the foot of another large 
rock, twelve or fifteen feet hlgl^. shad­ 
ed by the greeu Iieuilock boughs, ▲ j 


tiny spring on;5od out at the foot of the 
rock; and here tnis apple troo had 
grown up. unwatched and undiscov­ 
ered save by the squirrels and birds. 
The tree was a thrifty one. 
The 
trunk had attained a diamoter of six 
Inohos; and when Willis found it there 
were, ho says, four or live bushels of 
those dolicious Sweetings, now just 
beginning to ripen. Willis ih*st ate all 
he desired, then took olT his coat, made 
a l)ag of it, and shook down the ripest 
of the apples to carry homo to his fam­ 
ily and the neighboring boys and girls. 
“Won’t they smack their lips!** ho 
said to himself* 
“Won’t they be up 
here for nioroT' 
But on the way he look second 
thought, and craft entered his heart. 
“I won’t tell them w’here it is,’* he said 
to himself. 
“Let them hunt. 
They 
never will find it,” 
For the place M*as 
a mile and a half or two miles from the 
nearest farm. 
Willis as yet had not thought of sell­ 
ing the apples or making a profit from 
his discovery; the idea came into his 
mind later, after he found how fond 
every one was of them. But that night, 
when we asked Willis wehere this tree 
grew, he laughed and said darkly, “Oh, 
I know!” 
Such secretiveness was deemed pig­ 
gish, and was resented by every one. 
Several declared that they could and 
W Q u ld find tlvat tree and get every ap­ 
ple on it. 
Willis lauTjhed and said, 
“Let me know when you do.” 
That was the beginning of the long 
search for “Willis Murch’s good tree.” 
First and last w e spent hours, days 
and, altogether, weeks scouring the 
pastures, fields and clearings. 
We 
watched Willis constantly in the hope 
of tracking him. 
One of our boy neighbors—not one 
of the best—nameil Alfred Bacheldor. 
lay in w ait for days together on a hill 
overlooking the Murch farm, expecting 
to see Willis set out for the tree. 
At 
one time Alfred and 
another 
boy, 
named Charles Cross, had thoughts of | 
waylaying ^/iilis• and extorting the | 
secret from him by threats of torture. 
Willis steered clear of them, how­ 
ever, and remained close-mouthed. He 
had grown very crafty, and w’ont to the 
tree by night only, or sometimes early 
on Sunday mornings, before other peo­ 
ple were astir. 
During the August moon of the sec­ 
ond season after discovering the tree 
lie brought home a bushel of the ap­ 
ples on throe different occasions by 
night; and he now began canvassing 
among the farmers who had orchards 
to sell scions, to be delivered in May 
of the following spring. 
After eating 
the apples, not a few signed for them 
at fifty cents a graft. 
It required a fair share of courage 
on the part of a boy of fifteen to go to 
the tree by night, for the distance 
Trom Willis’ home was fully two miles; 
and at that times bears and lynxes fre­ 
quented the “great pasture.” 
Willis afterAvard told the other boys 
that a bear came out in the path di­ 
rectly ahead of him one night, as he 
was hurrying home with a bushel of 
Wild Rose Sweetings on his shoulder. 
The creature sniffed, and Willis shout­ 
ed to frighten it. 
He was on the point 
of throwing down, his apples, to climb 
a tree iu haste, when the bear sham­ 
bled aw^ay. 
Willis seems now to have had great 
designs of selling scions to orchardists 
and nurserymen over the w’hole coun­ 
try. 
Only a tiny twig three inches 
long is requisite for a scion for graft­ 
ing into other trees. 
The Wild Rose 
Sweeting should produce thousands of 
such scions. 
Willis, who was a Yan­ 
kee lad by ancestry, resolved to pre­ 
serve til'» secret of the tree at all haz­ 
ards. He appears to have had dreams 
of making a fortune from it. 
Thus far no one had been able to find 
the tree, as much from nature’s own 
precaution In hiding it as from Willis’ 
craft. 
By the middle of September 
that autum n he had gathered most of 
the apples, when the 
same 
chance 
which had first led his steps to the 
tree revealed It to tlie eyes of his ene­ 
mies. 
For about that time Alfred Bachel- 
der and Charles Cross’s brother, New­ 
man, went fishing up the brook, and in 
due course arrived a t the trout hole 
where Willis had sat wiien he saw the 
Siiuirrel. 
They crept up to the hole, 
baited and cast in together. 
There were no bites immediately; 
but as they sat there they heard a red 
squirrel chirr! up amon^ 
the 
tiilck 
hemlocks, and presently 
caught 
the 
sound of a low thud on the ground, 
soon followed by another and another. 
“H e’s gnawing oH apples.” said Al­ 
fred. 
“There’s an apple tree in there 
somewhere,” 
Then the two cronies glanced at each 
other, and the same thought occurred 
to both. 
“ Who knows!” exclaimed 
Newman. “ Who knows but w hat that 
may be the treeV” 
They 
stopped fishing 
and 
began 
searching. 
They could still hear the 
squirrel in the apple tree, and the 
.sounds guided them to the little dell 
among the rocks. 
There were a few 
apples remaining on the tree; and they 
no sooner saw them than they knew 
that Willis Murch’s famous tree Avas 
found at last. 
They were so greatly pleased that 
they hurrahed and whooped for joy. 
Then they secured what apples W'ere 
left, ate all they wanted, and filled 
their pockets with the rest. 
No more 
fishing for them tiiut day. 
They had 


found the iamous tree, and now were 
intent on thinking how they could most 
humiliate AVillis. 
Neither of them knew of his scheme 
to soil scions; but it had long provoked 
their envy to see him peddling Wild 
Rose Sweetings at the fair for four 
cents apoice. 
They would find him 
now and thrust a pink cheeked apple 
under his nose. 
Rut that w'ouid not be half satisfac­ 
tion enough. They wanted to cut him 
oif from his tree forever, to put it out 
of his poAver ever to get another apple 
from it 
Nothing less would appease 
the grudge they bore kim. 
And 
what 
those 
tw^o 
malicious 
3"ouths did was to take their Jackknives 
and girdle that Wild Rose Sweeting 
tree close to the ground. 
They w’ont 
clear round the tree, cutting away the 
bark into the sapw’ood; and not con­ 
tent with girdling it once, they w’ont 
around it three times 
in 
diCferent 
places. 
That done, they v/ent homo in great 
glee, thrust the apples in Willis’ face 
and bade him look to his good tree. 
“We have found your tree, old Cuf- 
fy!” they cried to him. 
“You never 
will get any more apples off that treeT 
Beyond doubt Willis was chagrined. 
He did not know that they had girdled 
the tree, but he thought it not worth 
while to go up there again that fall, 
since there were no more apples. 
Yet, 
even if Alfred and Newman had found 
it, and oven if they got the apples next 
season, he supposed that he would still 
be able to cut scions from the tree. 
Late in March, directly after the sap 
started, ho went up there with knife 
and saw to secure them. 
Not till then did he discover that the 
tree had been cruelly girdled and that 
the spring sap had not flowed to the 
limbs. 
He cut a bundle of scions, 
some of which V ere afterward set as 
grafts, but none of them lived. 
The 
tree 
killed. It never bore again. 
Thus perished, untimely, the Wild 
Rose Sweeting. 
Ignorance and small 
malice robbed the world of an apple 
that might have given delight and 
benefit to millions of people for centur­ 
ies to come. 
For although the apple 
farmer cannot originate a new apple, 
ho can improve on those which nature 
originates, and spread them over the 
earth.—Youth’s Companion.

PLAY.

The Busiest Iliaco In th e W orld 
lloucy-B ce H ive. 
It is all work and no play in the hive, 
till winter comes, and sleep falls on 
all. 
But on the first day of spring, 
wiiich comes in February, sleep is 
thrown off and work begins again. 
Work, work, work is the order, all day 
and all night. 
The queen sets the example by be­ 
ginning to lay eggs—and this means 
that all must bestir themselves. First 
of all there must be a thorough spring 
cleaning of the hive, and all the pas­ 
sages must be swept, and all the poor 
bees who have died must be carried 
aw'ay. 
Some of the bees are formed into a 
guard for the queen. 
Others begin to 
fan with their wings as fast as they 
can to keep the air moving. Others set 
to w’ork to repair the old combs—they 
are the bees architects, builders and 
carvers. 
Some begin to prepare food 
and drink—they are the bee chemists. 
All the bees have special duties, such 
as nursing baby bees, or keeping the 
house clean; and always there are sen­ 
tinels at tlie door of the hive, to see 
that only the proper bees come in and 
out, and to make sure that no mice, 
snails, moths, ants or other foes enter 
to steal the honey. 
And on bright, fine days foraging 
bees set out to visit all the flowers 
they can find nqar the hive—the wood 
anemones, the daffodils and the vio­ 
lets—to gather the liquid in the flow’'- 
ers that they can turn into honey, the 
flower dust, called pollen, that is stored 
away to feed the baby bees on, and a 
curious sticky stufl! called propolis, 
taken from trees, that is used as ce­ 
ment in the hive. 
When the days grow warmer, and 
summer begins, every bright morning 
thousands and thousands of foragers 
sally forth from th^ hive, one big 
troop to go to the clover fields, another 
troop to tne mlgonotte bed'), another 
to the lilac trees and so on, each troop 
visiting one particular kind of fiower. 
The liquid in the fiow^ers is carried 
away by the bees in little sacs inside 
their bodies, and the pollen in the lit­ 
tle baskets attached to their hind legs 
—but hardly any of it is for their own 
use. 
A bee can find all the food it 
wants in one or two fiowers. 
Yet in 
an hour it visits two, or ¡’»erhaps three 
hundred, fio'iYors, so busily does it work 
for the sake of others.

ROM the sironia to the wal­ 
rus is one of tho easiest 
stops, for Sea Witch, as 
Kipling calls the latter, is 
ugly and uncouth enough 
to be one of the very same 
family as the dugong, althouirh in 
truth he is nothing of the sort. But at 
tho outset I feel impelled to enter a 
stern protest against the gross libel 
upon that beautiful animal, the horse, 
perpetrated by calling the wah’us a 
sea horse and the hippopotamus a river 
horse. 
W hat in the name of common 
sense have either of these most ungain­ 
ly brutes in common with one of the 
most 
elegant 
and beatitiful of all 
known animals? 
Not that I W’ould 
rashly call any of the Creator’s won­ 
derful designs ugly—I do but speak 
after the manner of men. 
But there 
does appear to me to be such an utter 
lack of similarity in the conferring of 
titles such as the foregoing. Nor is the 
manatee any more like a cow, still 
there is not quite the same jar to our 
sensibilities in the comparison, since 
the cow is not W'hat one would truth­ 
fully describe as graceful, either in 
outline or movement. 
Perhaps of all land-w\nlking animals, 
none, not even the Myrmecophagus, 
can compete w*th the w^alrus for clum­ 
siness. He has a gigantic body, in the 
fullest grown adult about a ton in 
weight, and about as unsymmetrlcal 
as a leathern bag of oil or the body 
of a hippopotamus. It is covered with 
a tough, gnarled hide, scantily clothed 
with coarse, brown hair, very patchy; 
in fact, not at all unlike one of those 
old hair trunks w^e used to see occa­ 
sionally. 
The forelegs are very short, 
and the hand-like feet are planted 
fiat at almost right angles to the body, 
while the hind feet have practically no 
logs to them, being apparently just an 
ornamental appendage to the bodj»' of 
a lieu of a tail. Consequently, he who 
can watch the progress of a w’alrus 
over land or ice and not laugh must 
be quite devoid of humor or any sense 
thereof, for it is certainly one of the 
most droll-looking methods of progres­ 
sion Imaginable. 
But, as Dr. Johnson 
.is reported to have said of the dancing 
dog, the w’’onder is not that he should 
perform so strangely, but that he 
should perform at all. 
For the body 
in the adult will weigh nearly a ton, 
and the road over which the creature 
ordinarily travels is one of the most 
rugged or slippery imaginable, a floe 
with a surface like a mirror, or a mass 
of rough hummocks, wiiere tho ice has 
been broken up by the sea and coming 
together again has conglomerated and 
congealed in the most fantastic shapes. 


CONFORMATION OF TH E W AL­ 
RUS. 


At the upper extremity of this oblong 
mass of flesh is the head, ludicrously 
small as compared with the body. 
It 
looks almost as if the body had sud­ 
denly tapered to a slightly elongated 
poiiit. And where one naturally looks 
for the brain, at the top of the skull, 
there is apparently no room for one, 
only a flat, solid-looking wass of bone. 
The skull, however, is abnormally pow­ 
erful, as it need bo, for depending from 
it a t right angles are the characteristic 
tusks like a pair of pickaxes. 
W’ith 
these the w'alrus, suddenly rising from 
the bottom, hooks on to an Ice floe, 
and with an almost incredible exhibi­ 
tion of strength, hauls himself up out 
of the wMter and into the berth he has 
selected for his sunbath or doze. With 
the same tusks, too, he digs in the sea­ 
bed for his food, w^hlch is principally 
shellfish, although he does not disdain 
the offal of a dead whale, or indeed 
anything of an animal nature, so long 
as it does not involve the chase of the 
object. 
Pusuit is not at all in the 
program of the walrus except under 
certain circumstances, to be alluded 
to presently. The stomach of a walrus 
that I once examined (caught on a 
fioe in Boring Straits) looked like the 
contents of an oyster 
drogdo 
just 
hauled up. 
Curious shellfish of many 
kinds, and in several 
cases 
alive; 
stone.s, sand, mud, shrimps, w'orms and 
other things; it ^Yas a queer collection, 
Yet it seemed, if such w'as his regular 
diet—and I have no reason to suppose 
that that it w^as not—to have suited 
tho w^alrus very well indeed, for be 
was so fat th at out of his wounds ex­ 
uded almost as much oil as blood. 
As might be supposed from tho na­ 
ture of its food the walrus is a gentle 
and inoffensive creature. 
Here again 
a sense of 
extreme 
incongruity Is 
aroused in one at the sight of a morse 
suddenly popping up from under tho 
sea. 
Its api^earance is savage in the 
extreme—no painted Indian ever suc­ 
ceeded in making himself look more 
terror-striking than the walrus, and 
his bristling whiskers, each hair almost 
as thick as a porcupine quill and com­ 
pletely hiding the setting of the tusks, 
serve erceilently to heighten his ap­ 
pearance of ferocity. 
Yet, generally 
çppaking, at tho eight of n a n he will 
flee as fast as he ca^, with every ap- 


The exceptionfs to this rule are found 
during the brooding season, among 
both males and females, tho former in 
defense of tho latter, and tho latter in 
defense of their young. 
And as they 
are very sociable creatures, liking to 
herd in hundreds, an attacking boat 
may suddenly find itself surrounded 
by a herd of infuriated w*alrus, each 
armed with formidable w^eapons before 
noted. 
Contrary to the expectation 
aroused by its appearance, the walrus 
has a large and fully developed brain, 
although not especially notable for in­ 
telligence. 
But then the study of the 
brain is so far from being well ad­ 
vanced that we do not yet know why 
the elephant with its comparatively in­ 
significant brain should be so much 
more intelligent than the ox one-eighth 
of the elephant’s bulk, and with a 
brain almost as large. 
Or why the 
sperm w^hale should be so intelligent 
with a brain about the same size as the 
ox and a body one hundred times 
larger. 
Perhaps In the latter instance 
there is a distribution of bi'ain at points 
along the spinal column so that mes­ 
sages from the outlying parts of the 
body should not h a \^ so far to travel. 
I do not here try to be funny, but only 
state w^hat has been seriously suggest­ 
ed by naturalists. 


T H E IR STRONG PARENTAL IN­ 
STINCT, 


In one respect, at any rate, tho wal­ 
rus is the equal of any of the higher 
intelligences. 
That is in the parental 
quality. 
No animal cares ior its off­ 
spring so long or more lovingly. 
No 
animal will willingly undergo 
more 
suffering and privation for tho sake of 
its young. There can be no doubt that 
the female walrus suckles itsyoung and 
provides other food for it as well dur­ 
ing the latter part of the period, for 
two years. 
This has been, I think, 
abundantly proved by observation, and, 
moreover, the great canine teeth w^hich 
develop into the formidable tusks char­ 
acteristic of this animal, do not show 
moro than an inch or two until it is 
tw^o years old. 
But the mother never 
seems to weary of her huge burden, 
the baby, if it be a male, often reach­ 
ing its mother’s proportions before it 
is weaned. 
With infinite, devoted pa­ 
tience she cares for it, watches over it, 
defends it with her owm body, and, 
one is tempted to say, loves her burden 
so much that she is grieved wiien sho 
must lay it down. However that may 
be, it is certain that the w^alrus for all 
their uncouth appearance and extraor­ 
dinary method of living (so totally dif­ 
ferent from all other sea mammals 
whatever) enjoy their lives to the full 
in the best sense of the term. 
In one 
respect, indeed, they are extremely 
fortunate; with tho exception of man 
they have no enemies. 
The groat Polar boar does not lightly 
engage in combat with “Aw'uk,” since 
he knows that in those formidable 
tusks he has opposing weapons that 
are quite a match for even bis tremen­ 
dous claws and teoUi, while tlie hide of 
tho walrus is so thick and tough as to 
be almost impenetrable to even the on­ 
slaught of the great white terror of the 
Arctic seas. Consequently, tlie walrus 
lives a fairly peaceful life among his 
fellows. 
Ho does not prey upon them, 
and nature has so equipped him that 
they cannot prey upon him. 
But man 
has wrought terrible havoc among the 
walrus. Even as far back as 1327 it is 
recorded in a receipt presented at Ber­ 
gen th at the Greenlanders paid their 
tribute to the Crusades in walrus tusks. 
And all along the Labrador coast as 
well as the Gulf 
of 
St. Lawrence, 
where a walrus now would be almost 
as great a curiosity as a seal on the 
English coast, they were a century ago 
so 
numerous 
that 
hundreds 
worQ 
slaughtered in a day. 
Various causes 
have, however, reduced the hunting 
of the w^alrus to an insignflcant matter 
confined chiefiy to the Eskimos, who 
are fairly entitled to the produce of 
their hunting, since they are sportsmen 
in the best sense of the term. 
They 
do not kill for the sake of killing, but 
for their very life, and the walrus 1» 
one of their chosen objects of the chase 
for his succulence (from an Eskimo 
standpoint), from his lack of speed, and 
from his love of shallow waters, where 
ho finds the humble molluskc upon 
wiiich he feeds. 
Dueh gaps as the 
Eskimos make in tho ranks of the wal* 
rus will do no more than preserve th# 
natural balance necessary. 
If only 
civilized man will let tho walrus alone, 
having found that the hunting does 
not pay, there will soon be as many as 
ever there w^ere to people, if not ex­ 
actly to beautify, the lonely Arctic re­ 
gions.—New York Post.

It thus happens that some of those 
stamps are not discovered by those 
making notes of new issues for the 
stamp papers, and they, therefore, may 
not be found listed in the catalogues. 
Collectors who have opportunities to 


i secure large numbers of Central Aivior- 
lean stamps are fortunate, as they fre­ 
quently succeed in iinding new and 
scarce varieties.—From the St. Nicho­ 
las Stamp Page.

It is only 
once in a million times that a really 
good apple comes up hs natural fruit. 


The value to the world of such a 
choice apple may bo enormous. 
The 
Bakhvln, for example, Avblch first ap- 
pears growing wild in a Massachusetts 
town, could hardly be rockonod to- 
day as worth loss than $200,000,000. 
.We can bud and [ji'at't and cultivate, 
but we cannot bo sure of propagating 
a new apple. 


The Wild Rose Sweeting M'as named 
by Miss Alice Liudormun, a. young 
lady from rhiladolphla, who had come 
to our northern hill country in the vain 
hope of recovery from advanced lung 
disease. 
She named it from the wild 
rose tint on one chock of the apple. 


The tree was discovered by Willis 
Mvirch, a youthful iioishbor, wlio kopr 
the secret of it to himself as long as 


t.lny spring on;5od out at the foot of the 
rock; and here tnis apple troo had 
grown up. unwatchod and undlscov- 
erod save by tho squirrels and birds. 


The troe was a thrifty one. 
Tho 
trunk had atiainod a diameter of six 
inches; and when Willis found it there 
were, ho says, four or iive bushels of 
thoio delicious Sweetings, now just 
hoghming to ripen. Willis iirst ate all 
he desired, then took off his coat, made 
a l)ag of it, and shook down the ripest 
of the apples to carry home to his fam- 
ily and the neighboring boys and girls, 
"Won't tliey smack their lips!** he 
said to himself. 
''Won't thoj be up 
here for more!*' 


But on the way he took 
srcond 
thought, and craft entered his lieart 
''I won't tell them where it is.'* he said 
to himself. 
*'Let them hunt. 
They 
never will find it." 
For the place M'as 
a mile and a half or two miles from the 
nearest farm, 


Willis as yet had not thought of soil- 
ing the apples or making a profit from 
Iiis discovery; the idea came into his 
mind later, after he found how fond 
every one was of tliem. But that night, 
when wo asked Willis where this tree 
grew, he laughed and said darkly, **0h. 
I know!*' 


Such socretiveness was deemed pig- 
gish, and was resented by every one. 
Several declared that they could and 
WQuld find tlvat tree and get every ap- 
ple on it. 
Willis lauTjhed and said, 
"liOt me know when you do.' 


That was the begiiming of tho long 
search for '^Willis Murch's good tree." 
First and last we spent hours, days 
and. altogether, weeks scouring the 
pastures, fields and clearings. 
Wo 
watched Willis constantly in tho hope 
of tracking him. 
One of our boy neighbors—not one 
ho could for his own bouefit. He was 
sufllciontly generous to give some olM of'the bWt-WmwfAl^^^^^^^^ 
the apples to Miss Linderman, but ho 
for days together on a hill 


demanded a cent apiece from the rest | overlooking the Murch farm, expecting 
of us. He cvjen asked four cents apiece 
after the fame of the apples spread 
abroad. 


The year after ho discovered the troe 
Willis carried a bushel to the county 
fair, and began peddling them at a 
cent apiece. 
Nearly ever^'- one who 
bought an apple came back for more. 
Willis raised the price to three and 
four cents. 
Presently a 
gentleman 
who had bought two came back and 
took the last ten in the basket at 


This fact shows better than any de- 
scription could what a really luscious 
apple it was. 
There was that in the 
flavor of it that impelled people to get 
more at any cost. 
The Wild Kose 
Sweeting more nearly resembled tlio 
Sweet Harvey than any other apple 
to M'hich I can liken it. 


The flavor was like that of the Sweet 
Harvey thrice refined, perhaps rather 
more like tho August or Pear Swcetiiig, 
and it melted on the píllate 
like 
a 
spoonful of Ice cream. 


It will not seem strange to those wlio 
know something of the ''apple belt" of 
New England tliat apple trees, oven 
good ones, should be discovered grow- 
ing wild in back pastures and seclud- 
ed openings in the woods, 


Oxford County, Maine, abounds in 
wild apple trees. 
But looking about a 
little, tho farmer there 
can 
readily 
pick up enough young trees growing 
wild to set an orchard. 
They spring 
up everywhere. For this is one of the 
world's natural apple regions. 
West, 
north and northeast of our neighbor- 
hood rose irregular, wooded hills; and 
extending back among them was a 
valley, 
down 
which 
ran 
a 
brook 
abounding in trout holes at the foot 
of ledges and large rocks. 


At one time 
Uio land 
here Avas 
cleared, but being stony and rough, it 
had been used for pasture, and was 
partly overgrown with bushes. 
There 
were thousands of young wild apple 
trees here, scrubby, thorny, where cat- 
tle had browsed upon them. 
' We all went fishing in Uiis brook, 
sprhjg, summer and fall. 
Far up the 
valley, at a point where the brook 
flowed over a lodge, there was a well- 
known liole. Willis Murch was fishing 
there one afternoon in the latter part 
of August, when he saw a red siiuirrel 
carrying an apple in his mouth by the 
stem, and coming out from sume thK*k 
young hemlocks that grew along the 
west bank of the brook. He was sitting 
60 still that the squirrel ran close up 
to him; but when he suddenly thrust 
out his hand, the auinuil droi)ped the 
apple and scudded away with a shrill 
chlcker! 


The apple rolled close to Willis* feet, 
and he picked it up. Apples were com- 
mon enough, but tills one looked so 
good that he rubbed it on his sleeve 
and bit it. 
Then his eyes oj)ened Ju 
surprise, for this was no sour cider ap- 
ple, but far and away the best apple 
he had ever tasted, 


'•It must grow near here/' he said to 
bimself, 
looking 
curiously 
around. 
"That squirrel didn't bring it far. The 
stem Js all fresh, too. 
He has just 
gnawed it off the tree." 


Thereupon '\A'illis began searching. 
He crept into the hemlocks on hands 
and knees. 
Presently he came upon 
several other gnawed apiJles; but even 
with this clue, he was half an hour 
findhig the tree. 
There were four or 
five huge rocks back from the brook 
among the thick hemlocks. 
At last he 
crawled in past two of these that stood 
together and came upon 
the 
apple 
tree, jn a little sheltered amphitheatre. 
It was at the foot of another large 
rock, twelve or fifteen feet hlgl). $had- 
•d by the greeu hemlock boughs, 
A 


to see Willis set out for the tree. 
At 
one time Alfred and 
another 
boy, 
named Charles Cross, had thoughts of 
waylaying \/jlIis and extorting the 
secret from him by throats of torture. 


Willis steered clear of them, how- 
over, and remained close-mouthed. He 
liad grown very crafty, and wont to the 
tree by night only, or sometimes early 
on Sunday mornings, before other peo- 
ple were astir. 


During tho August moon of tho sec- 
ond season after discovering the tree 
lie brought home a bushel of the ap- 
ples on throe different occasions by 
night; and he now began canvassing 
among the fanners who had orchards 
to sell scions, to be delivered in May 
of the following spring. 
After eating 
tho apples, not a few signed for them 
at fifty cents a graft. 


It required a fair share of courage 
on the part of a boy of üfteen to go to 
the tree by night, for the distance 
from Willis' home was fully two miles; 
and at that times bears and b'nxes fre- 
quented tho "great pasture," 


Willis afterward told the other boys 
that a bear came out in the path di- 
rectly ahead of him one night, as he 
was hurrying home with a bushel of 
Wild liose Sweetings on his shoulder. 
The creature sniffed, and Willis shout- 
ed to frighten it. He was on the point 
of throwing down his apples, to climb 
a tree in haste, when the bear sham- 
bled away. 


Wlllis seems now to have had groat 
designs of selling scions to orchardists 
and nurserymen over the whole coun- 
try. 
Only a tiny twig three inches 
long is requisite for a scion for graft- 
ing into other trees. 
The Wild Rose 
Sweeting sliould produce thousands of 
such scions. 
Willis, who was a Yan- 
kee lad by ancestry, resolved to pre- 
serve th-» secret of tho tree at all haz- 
ards. He appears to have had dreams 
of making a fortune from it. 


Thus far no one had been able to find 
the troe, as much from nature's own 
precaution In hiding it as from Willis' 
craft. 
By the middle of September 
that autumn he had gathered most of 
the apples, when the 
same 
chance 
which had first led his steps to the 
tree revealed It to tlie eyes of his ene- 
mies. 


For about that time Alfred Bacliel- 
der and Charles Cross's brother, New- 
man, went lishing up the brook, and in 
due course arrived at the trout hole 
where Willis had sat when he saw the 
squirrel. 
They crept up to the hole, 
baited and cast in together. 


There were no bites immediately; 
but as they sat there they heard a red 
squirrel chirr! up amonj; 
the 
tliick 
hemlocks, and presently 
caught 
the 
sound of a low thud on the ground, 
soon followed by another and another. 


*lie's gnawing off apples." said Al- 
fred. '"There's an apple tree in there 
somewhere." 


Then the two cronies glanced at each 
other, and the same thought occurred 
to both. 
''Who knows!" 
exclaimed 
Newman. "Who knows but what that 
may be the tree?" 


They 
stopped 
fishing 
and 
began 
searching. 
They could still hear tho 
squirrel In the apple tree, and 
the 
sounds guided them to the little dell 
among the rocks. 
There were a few 
apples remaining on the tree; and they 
no sooner saw them than they knew 
that Willis Murch's famous tree 
Avas 
found at last. 


They were so greatly pleased that 
they hurrahed and whooped for joy. 
Then they secured whut apples were 
left, ate all they wauted, and filled 
their pockets with the rest. 
No more 
fishing for them that dgy« 
They had 


found tho famous troe, and now were 
intent on thinking how they could most 
humiliate AVillls. 


Neither of them knew of his scheme 
to soil scions; but it had long provoked 
thoir envy to see him peddling Wild 
Kose Sweetings at the fair for four 
cents apelce. 
They would find him 
now and thrust a pink cheokod apple 
under his nose. 


But that would not b^ half satisfac- 
tion enough. They wanted to cut him 
off from his tree forever, to put It out 
of his power ever to get another apple 
from It. 
Nothing less would appease 
the grudge they bore Jiim. 


And 
what 
those 
two 
malicious 
3'ouths did was to take their Jaokknives 
and girdle that Wild Rose Sweeting 
tree close to the ground. 
Thoy wont 
clear round the tree, cutting away the 
bark into the sapwood; and not con- 
tent with girdling it once, they went 
around it three times 
in 
different 
places. 


That dono. they vront homo In groat 
glee, thrust the apples in Willis' face 
and bade him look to his good tree. 


"Wo have found your tree, old Cuf- 
fy!" they cried to him. 
"You never 
will get any more apples off that tree!" 


Beyond doubt Willis was chagrined. 
He did not know that thoy had girdled 
the tree, but he thought it not worth 
while to go up there 
again that fall, 
since there were no more apples. 
Yet, 
even if Alfred and Newman had found 
it, and even if they got the apples next 
season, he supposed that he would still 
bo able to cut scions from tho tree. 
Late in March, directly after the sap 
started, he went up there with knife 
and saw to secure them. 


Not till then did ho discover that the 
tree had been cruelly girdled and that 
tho spring sap had not flowed to the 
limbs. 
He cut a bundle of scions, 
some of which Vero afterward set as 
grafts, but none of them lived. 
The 
tree 
killed. It never bore again. 


Thus perished, untimely, tho Wild 
Rose Sweeting. 
Ignorance and small 
malice robbed tho world of an apple 
that might have given delight and 
benefit to millions of people for centur- 
ies to come. 
For although the apple 
farmer cannot originate a new apple, 
ho can improve on those which nature 
originates, and spread them over the 
earth.—Youth's Companion. 


THE WALRUS OR SEA HORSE 
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NO 
PLAY. 
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The Busiest riace In the World 
Houoy-Bce Hive* 


It is ail woric and no play In tho hive, 
till winter comes, and sleep falls on 
all. 
But on the first day of spring, 
which comes in February, sleep is 
thrown oft; and work begins again. 
Work. work, work is tiie order, ail day 
and all niijht. 


Tho queen sets the example by be- 
ginning to lay eggs—and this means 
that all must bestir themselves. First 
of all there must be a thorough spring 
cleaning of the hive, and ai! the pas- 
sages must bo swept, and all the poor 
bees who have died must be carried 
away. 


Some of the bees are formed into a 
uard for the queen. 
Others begin to 
fan with their wings as fast as they 
can to keep the air moving. Others set 
to work to repair the old combs—they 
are the bees architects, builders and 
carvers. 
Some begin to prepare food 
and drink—they are the bee chemists. 


All the bees have special duties, such 
as nursing baby bees, or keeping the 
house clean; and always there are sen- 
tinels at tl)e door of the hive, to see 
that only the proper bees come in and 
out, and to make sure that no mice, 
snails, moths, ants or other foes enter 
to steal tho honey. 


And on bright, flne days foraging 
bees set out to visit all the 
flowers 
they can iind nt^ar the hive—the wood 
anemones, the daffodils and the vio- 
lets-to gather the liquid in the flow- 
ers that they can turn into honey, tho 
flower dust, called pollen, that is stored 
away to feed the baby bees on, and a 
curious sticky stuff called 
propolis, 
taken from trees, that is used as ce- 
ment in the hive. 


When the days grow warmer, and 
summer begins, every bright morning 
thousands and thousands of foragers 
sally forth from thp hive, one big 
troop to go to the clover lields, another 
troop to tne migonotte bed^. another 
to the lilac trees and so on. each troop 
visiting one particular kind of flower. 


The liquid in the flowers is carried 
away by the bees in little sacs inside

A bee can And all the food it 
wants in one or two 
flowers.

Kipling calls the latter, is 
ugly and uncouth enough 
to bo one of tho very same 
family as tho dugong, although 
in 
truth he is nothing of tho sort. But at 
the outset 1 feel impelled to enter a 
stern protest against tho gross libel 
upon that beautiful animal, the horse, 
perpetrated by calling tho walrus a 
sea horse and the hippopotamus a i4ver 
horse. 
What in tho name of common 
sense have either of these most ungain- 
ly brutes in common with one of the 
most 
elegant 
and beautiful of all 
known animals? 
Not that I would 
rashly call any of tho Creator's won- 
derful designs ugly—I do but speak 
after the manner of men. 
But there 
does appear to me to be such an utter 
lack of similarity in the conferring of 
titles such as the foregoing. Nor is the 
manatee any more like a cow, still 
there is not quite the same ,iar to our 
sensibilities in the comparison, since 
the cow is not what one would truth- 
fully describe as graceful, either in 
outline or movement. 


Perhaps of ali land-walking animals, 
none, not even the Myrmecophagus, 
can compote wUh tho walrus for clum- 
siness. He has a gigantic body, in the 
fullest grown adult about a ton in 
weight, and about as unsymmetrical 
as a leathern bag of oil or the body 
of a hippopotamus. 
It is covered with 
a tough, gnarled hide, scantily ciotiied 
with coarse, brown hair, very patchy; 
in fact, not at all unlike one of those 
old hair trunks we used to see occa- 
sionally. 
Tho forelegs are very short, 
and the hand-like feet are planted 
flat at almost right angles to the body, 
while tho hind feet have practically no 
legs to them, being apparently just an 
ornamental appendage to the bodj'' of 
a lieu of a tail. Consequently, ho who 
can watch the progress of a walrus 
over land or ice and not laugh must 
be quite devoid of humor or any sense 
thereof, for it is certainly one of the 
most droll-looking methods of progres- 
sion imaginable. 
But, as Dr. Johnson 
.is reported to have said of the dancing 
dog, the wonder is not that ho should 
perform so strangely, 
but that 
he 
should perform at all. 
For the body 
hi the adult will weigh nearly a ton, 
and the road over which tho creature 
ordinarily travels 
is one of the most 
rugged or slippery imaginable, a floe 
with a surface like a mirror, or a mass 
of rough hummocks, whore tho ice has 
been broken up by the sea and coming 
together again has conglomerated and 
congealed in the most fantastic shapes. 


CONFORMATION 
OF THE 
WAL- 
RUS. 


At the upper extremity of this oblong 
mass of flesh is the head, ludicrously 
small as compared with the body. 
It 
looks almost as if the body had sud- 
denly tapered to a slightly elongated 
point. And where one naturally looks 
for the brain, at the top of the skull, 
there Is apparently no room for one, 
only a flat, solid-looking aiass of bone. 
The skull, however, is abnormally pow- 
erful, as it need be, for depending from 
it at right angles are the characteristic 
tusks like a pair of pickaxes. 
With 
these the walrus, suddenly rising from 
the bottom, hooks on to an Ice floe, 
and with an almost incredible exhibi- 
tion of strength, hauls himself up out 
of the water and into the berth he has 
selected for his sunbath or doze. 
With 
the same tusks, too, ho digs in the sea- 
bed for his food, which is principally 
shellflsh, although he does not disdain 
the offal of a dead whale, or indeed 
anything of an animal nature, so long 
as it does not involve the chase of the 
object. 
Pusuit is not at all in the 
program of the walrus except under 
certain circumstances, to be alluded 
to presently. The stomach of a walrus 
that I once examined (caught on a 
floe in Bering Straits) looked like tho 
contents of an oyster 
dregde 
just 
hauled up. 
Curious shellflsh of many 
kinds, and in several 
cases 
alive; 
stones, sand, mud, shrimps, worms and 
other things; it was a queer colljection. 
Yet it seemed, if such Avas his regular 
diet—and I have no reason to suppose 
that that it was not—to have suited 
the walrus very 
AVOII indeed, for ho 
was so fat that out of his wounds ex- 
uded almost as much oil as blood. 


As might be supposed from tho na- 
ture of its food the walrus is a gentle 
and inoffensive creature. 
Here again 
a sense of 
extreme 
incongruity is 
aroused in one at the sight of a morse 
suddenly' popping up from under tho 
sea. 
Its appearance is savage in the 
extreme—no painted Indian ever suc- 
ceeded in making himself look moro 
terror-striking thun the walrus, end 
his bristling whiskers, each hair almost 
as thick as a porcupine quill and com- 
pletely hiding the setting of the tusks, 
serve ercellently to heighten his ap- 
pearance of ferocity. 
Yet, generally 
$ppaking, at the eight of n a n he will 
flee as fast as he ca^, with every ap- 
pearance of earnest 
to got away, [ 


The oxcpptionii to this rule are found 
during the brooding season, among 
both males and females, tho former in 
defense of tho latter, and tho latter in 
defense of their young, 
And as thoy 
are vory sociable creatures, liking to 
herd in hundreds, an attacking boat 
may suddenly find itself 
surrounded 
by a herd of infuriated walrus, each 
armed with formidable weapons before 
noted. 
Contrary to the 
expectation 
aroused by its appearance, the walrus 
has a large and fully developed brain, 
although not especially notable for in* 
tolligence. 
But then the study of the 
brain is so far from being well ad- 
vanced that we do not yet know why 
the elephant with its comparatively in- 
significant brain should be so much 
more intelligent than the ox one-eighth 
of the elephant's bulk, and with a 
brain almost as large. 
Or why the 
sperm whale should be so Intelligent 
with a brain about the same size as the 
ox and a body one hundred 
times 
larger. 
Perhaps in the latter instance 
there is a distribution of brain at points 
along the spinal column so that mes- 
sages from the outlying parts of the 
body should not ha\^ so far to travel. 
I do not here try to be funny, but only 
state what has been seriously suggest- 
ed by naturalists. 


THEIR 
STRONG 
PARENTAL 
IN- 
STINCT, 


In one respect, at any rate, tho wal- 
rus is tho equal of any of the higher 
intelligences. 
That is in the parental 
quality. 
No animal cares ior its off- 
spring so long or more lovingly. 
No 
animal will willingly undergo 
more 
suffering and privation for tho sake of 
its young. There can be no doubt that 
tho female walrus suckles itsyoung and 
provides other food for it as well dnr- 
ing the latter part of the period, for 
two years. 
This has been, I think, 
abundantly proved by observation, and, 
moreover, the great canine teeth which 
develop into the formidable tusks char- 
acteristic of this animal, do not show 
more than an inch or two until it is 
two years old. 
But the mother never 
seems to weary of her huge burden, 
the baby, if it be a male, often reach- 
ing its mother's proportions before it 
is weaned. 
With infinite, devoted pa- 
tience she cares for it. watches over it, 
defends it with her owm body, and, 
one is tempted to say, loves her burden 
so much that she is grieved when sho 
must lay it down. 
However that may 
be, it is certain that the Avalrus for all 
their uncouth appearance and extraor- 
dinary method of living (so totally dif- 
ferent from all other sea 
mammals 
Avhatever) enjoy thoir lives to the full 
in the best sense of the term. 
In one 
respect, indeed, they are 
extremely 
fortunate; with the exception of man 
they have no enemies, 


'l"'he groat Polar boar does not lightly 
engage in combat with ''Awuk," since 
ho knows that in those formidable 
tusks ho has opposing weapons that 
are quite a match for even his tremen- 
dous claws and teetJj, while tJio hide of 
tho walrus is so thick and tough as to 
bo almost impenetrable to even the on- 
slaught of the great white terror of the 
Arctic seas. Consequently, tlie walrus 
lives a fairly peaceful life among his 
follows. He does not prey upon them, 
and nature has so equipped him that 
thoy cannot prey upon him. 
But man 
has wrought terrible havoc among the 
walrus. Even as far back as 1327 it is 
recorded in a receipt presented at Ber- 
gen that the Greenlanders paid their 
tribute to the Crusades in walrus tusks. 
And all along the Labrador coast as 
well as the Gulf 
of 
St. Lawrence, 
where a walrus now would be almost 
as great a curiosity as a seal on the 
English coast, they were a century ago 
so 
numerous 
that 
hundreds 
won) 
slaughtered in a day. 
Various causes 
have, however, reduced the hunting 
of the walrus to an inslgnflcant matter 
confined chiefly to the Eskimos, who 
are fairly entitled to the produce of 
their hunting, since they are sportsmen 
in the best sense of the term. 
They 
do not kill for the sake of killing, but 
for their very life, and the walrus is 
one of their chosen objects of the chase 
for his succulence (from an Eskimo 
standpoint), from his lack of speed, and 
from his lovo of shallow Avaters, where 
ho finds the humble molluskc upon 
which ho feeds. 
Duch gaps as the 
Eskimos make in tho ranks of the wal- 
rus will do no more than preserve the 
natural 
balanco necessary. 
If only 
civilised man will let tho walrus alone, 
having found that the hunting does 
not pay, there will soon be as many as 
over there were to people, if not ex- 
actly to beautify, tho lonely Arctic re,- 
glons.—New York Post.
